This exhibition, which was opened to the public 
on Monday last, has been in the course of the 
week visited by most of the patrons and lovers of 
the fine arts at present in town; and being, as 
usual, the first exhibition of the season, it naturally 
creates an interest, not only among the dis- 
tinguished persons who patronise this and similar 
institutions, but with the great body of artists 
themselves, many of whom look forward to it 
as the approach of a period of, not only fame, 
but, alas! too often of aid in necessity.

On her removal to the 
cell, inwhich she was constantly watched by an officer, 
she became more composed, and spoke occasionally 
to him. 

In the absence of any detailed knowledge of the 
causes which have led to the erpetration of this 
dreadful crime, it is obvious that jealousy, on the part 
of the woman, has been the moving principle. 


THE EXAMINATION. 


The unfortunate woman, at half-past nine on Satur- 
day morning, was placed in a cab, attended by Mr. 
Beckerson, belonging to the A division, and driven 
to Bow-street Police Court, whither a large crowd of 
persons had assembled to catch a glimpse of her 
person. She alighted with a firm step, but on entering 
the avenues to the court requested to be allowed to 
walk in the open air, which of course was complied 
with, and she remained in the yard until the com- 
mencement of her examination.

THE INQUEST. 


On Monday morning, at eleven o’clock, Mr. Bedford, 
coroner for Westminster, and a highly res ectable 
jury, assembled at the Artillery Arms Tavern, 

Zochester-row, to investigate the circumstances con- 
nected with the death of Henry Ducker, aged twenty, 
a private in the Coldstream Guards, who was shot on 
Friday afternoon, by Annette Myers, in St. James’s- 
park. The jury, having been sworn, proceeded with 
the coroner to view the body, and, having returned, 
evidence was given as to the identit of the deceased, 
and of his having, when alive, be onged to the 5th 
company of the 2nd battalion of Coldstream Guards. 

Sarah Sexton, of 12, West-street, Pimlico, a servant 
out of place, repeated her testimony given at the olice- 
office on Saturday. She, however, added that she saw 
Annette Myers take the pistol from under her cloak 
and discharge it at the back of the deceased's head. 
He immediately fell, and she threw the pistol on the 
body and walked away towards the barracks. 

James Beattie, of 202, Regent-street, gunmaker, 
proved selling to Annette Myers a pistol on the after- 
noon of last Thursday, for, as she said, her brother, to 
shoot a savage Newfoundland dog that had bitten 
several of her friends.

Bet Garwood, a private in the 2nd regiment of the 
Foot Guards, said that he knew the deceased perfectly 
well, He was aware that deceased and Annette cor- 
responded with each other. He saw the female at the 
barracks on Thursday last. He was not aware that 
they had'been quarrelling lately. 

Mr. Skelton, surgeon, repeated the evidence he gave 
before the magistrate at Bow-street on Saturday last, 
The coroner asked Mr, Skelton if it were possible that 
the wound could have been inflicted by the hand of the 
deceased himself,—The witness replied that it was not 
possible; that in such a case the ball must have 
taken a contrary direction, He had not examined 
whether it had passed straight through the head or 
had‘ glanced aside and taken a circuitous direction. 
At the coroner’s reqtiest, however, he said he would 
make the examination, in order that he might be able 
to give further evidence on the subject, 

The coroner then addressed the jury, saying that in 
such a case as the present he would be plat to spare 
them further trouble, The only questions were 
whether the man had met his death by the wound 
described, and by what means the wound had been in- 
flicted. They had direct evidence from one witness 
that a female, who had been fully identified, was seen 
to take a pistol from under her shawl and discharge it; 
and that the deceased was seen to fall immediately. 
She appeared to know the use of a pistol, and there 
could be no doubt of her intention to kill the soldier, 
The only object of going into any further evidence as 
to the terms of intercourse between herself and the 
deceased would be to determine whether there was 
malice or not, but, he believed, there was no necessity 
to establish that point. Any extenuating circum- 
stances which might be proved would form no part of 
the question for the pees preliminary proceeding, 
but would be matter for the consideration of a different 
tribunal. The only verdict, therefore, which they 
could return under the circumstances would be one of 
murder, i 

The jury accordingly returned a verdict of * Wilful 
murder against Annette Myers.”

A letter was received on Monday morning by the 
pay-sergeant from the parents of the deceased 
Henry Ducker, in which, after thanking him for his 
kindness in sending them early intimation of the 
dreadful event, they expressed their regret that their 
poverty would prevent their attendance at the funeral. 
They, however, requested the body might not be 
buried before Tuesday, in order to allow time for one 
of the deceased’s brothers, who resides at Derby, to 
attend, With reference to the state of the body im- 
mediately after deceased was shot, it is a singular fact 
that, so much was the face disfigured, that Serjeant 
Love, who knew the deceased well and was on the 
spot directly after the occurrence, was only able to 
identify him by the gloves he wore, being of a superior 
kind, and forming no part of his regimental kit. The 
deceased was very good-looking, and was always con- 
sidered a smart man by his comrades. ‘lhe wretched 
woman, Annette Myers, had only resided in Albion- 
street, Hyde-park-gardens, about'a fortnight previous 
to Friday last. She filled the situation of upper 
housemaid, and was hired by Mrs. Curtis, the lady of 
the house, from the Female Servants’ Home in Nut- 
ford-place, New-road. Her previous situation was 
with a lady nemed Carr, of 51, Southampton-row, 
Russell-square. On Mrs, Curtis hiring her she re. 
ceived a very good character from the last-named 
lady, and the concurrent testimony of both the 
families with whom she lived, and the matron and in- 
mates of the Servants’ Home, in which she has twice 
resided during the last twelve months, proves that the 
unhappy woman had the aptitude of making herself 
beloved, and more especially by children. It appears 
that she has no father or mother living; that she 
came to London from Brussels about ten years since, 
at which time she had no knowledge of the English 
language; and that she has ever since lived in do- 
mestic service, On the Thursday she asked permission 
of Mrs. Curtis to go out to see her unele, who, she 
said, was very ill, The permission asked was granted, 
The illness of her relative was of course a subterfuge, 
and while absent she purchased the pistol, 


THE FUNERAL, 


The funeral of the murdered man took place on 
Wednesday, at the burial-ground of St. John’s, 
Westmister. The streets in the immediate vicinity of 
the barracks were crowded, The remains were tol- 
lowed by a large number of soldiers of the battalion 
to which the deceased belonged, with all the drums 
and fifes, &c., and an immense crowd of people. 
On arriving at the chureh the remains were re- 
ceived by the Rev. Mr. Browne, M.A., Chaplain- 
General to the Forces, who read the funeral service 
in a very impressive manner, and at the conclusion 
the coffin was removed to its final destination, The 
last military honours were performed in the usual 
manner, ‘The brother of Ducker was so much 
affected that he nearly fainted, and a chair was 
brought to him, in whieh he sat, near to the edge of 
the grave,

building, as far as the site is available or free from 
temporary buildings, are completed, with the follow- 
ing exceptions, namely, the upper portions of the Vic- 
toria Tower, the Clock Tower, and the Central Tower, 
which are upon an average one hundred feet above the 
ground; St, Stephen’s Porch, above the level of about 
sixty feet from the ground; two bays of the western 
portion of St, Stephen’s-hall, which are within eight 
feet of their intended height; and the central masses 
of the building abutting upon the Central Tower ; and 
the towers of the river front, which, together with St, 
Stephen’s-hall, are now being roofed in, The scaf- 
folding stages and hoisting tackle for the three towers 
are nearly completed, and contracts have been made 
for proceeding with the upper portions of those towers, 
The stone groin over the Octagon-hall, under the 
Central Tower, is turned, the centreing is struck, and 
the bosses are now being carved, The stone groinin 
to the corridors in communication with the Central- 
hall, and other groins in various parts of the building, 
including those over the public staircase, are for the 
most part completed. The fittings and finishings of 
the Peers’ and Commons’ libraries, the Peers’ refresh» 
ment-rooms, and the offices attached thereto, and the 
offices for the Clerk of the Crown, are so far advanced 
as to allow of those portions of the building bein 
occupied prior to the Easter recess. The fittings ana 
finishings of the committee-rooms and corridors in the 
one-pair story of the river front are far advanced, and 
might have been completed by next Easter if the 
rooms had not been required for use at the commence- 
ment of the present session. The finishings of the 
Lord Great Chamberlain’s apartments, her Majesty's 
robing-room, and the wood ceilings, wainseot framings, 
doors, &c,, for numerous apartments, corridors, &c., 
in various portions of the building, are in hand, and in 
part fixed, There are at present 1399 men engaged 
upon the works of the new Palace, of which number 
776 are employed at the building, 120 at the quarries; 
335 at the Government works at Thames-bank, upon 
the joiners’ works and wood carvings; and 168 upon 
miscellaneous works, both at the buildings and sas: 
where,” Returns of the aggregate amount already 
paid, or agreed to be paid, to contractors and other 
persons, for the purchase of lands and houses for the 
erection of the Palace of Westminster (or new Houses 
of Pariiament), were ordered by the House of Com- 
mons to be printed on the 80th of December.

Mourper Commirrep BY A CuHILp!— 
A very painful sensation has prevailed at Birmingham, 
during the past few days, by the circulation of a report 
that a child only eight years of age had murdered 
another by placing it upon the fire, The following is 
a summary of the evidence taken before the borough 
coroner:—The name of the deceased was Rosanna 
Morris, a weakly child, between twelve and thirteen 
years of age. On Sunday (the 19th of last month) 
the deceased, her brother, and the accused (a girl 
named Caroline Perry), were together in the upper 
room of the house belonging to the deceased’s parents, 
when the attention of the inmates was attracted b 
violent screams proceeding from the apartment. 
young woman ran up stairs and found the clothing of 
the deceased in flames. She put the fire out, but not 
the deceased was most frightfully burned. She 
was taken to the General Infirmary, where she 
expired from the effects of theinjuries. The deceased 
gave the following account of the transaction :—She 
stated that she was dividing some sweetmeats, and was 
about dividing one for the accused, when she swore at 
her, and said she would have the whole ; if not, she 
would burn deceased to ashes. The deceased told her 
brother to go and call her mother up stairs, but the 
accused interposed; having pulled the stool from 
under deceased with one hand, she pushed her against 
the bars of the grate with the other, and her clothing 
speedily became one mass of flame. James Morris, 
the brother of the deceased, gave a precisely similar 
account of the transaction. The jury returned a ver- 
dict, ‘* That deceased came by her death from having 
fallen into the fire whilst engaged in a struggle with 
Caroline Perry.”

On reachin the Quai d Orsay, they were 
met by commissaries of police at a short distance from 
the Pont de la Concorde, who enjoined them to ston 
and disperse. After an exchange of a few words wit 
M. Cremieux, the deputy, who came out to them, and 
received the petition, which he promised to present to 
the Chamber, the students went to the offices of the 
National, the Reforme, the Courrier Frangai:, and 
the Democratic Pacifique, whence they returned to 
the Place du Panthéon, and then separated. At each 
of the offices above named one of the students 
delivered an address, which was replied to with 
assurances of co-operation. 


Tue Burra Burra Mines.—The annual 
report of the directors of the South Australian Mining 
Association has been published. The company owns 
the celebrated Burra Burra Mines, the richest and 
most productive of any of the South Australian mines 
yet worked. The total quantity of ore shipped and 
raised since the opening of the mine on the 29th of 
September, 1845, up to the 3lst of March, 1847, is 
stated to be 9841 tons. As soon as the ore at the port 
was shipped, it was the intention of the directors to 
declare a dividend of fifty per cent. on the capital 
stock of the company. 


Murpers IN Smyrna.—A letter from 
Smyrna, of the 20th ult., relates that a Mussulman 
was executed in the bazaar for the murder of another 
about ten months before. The family of the culprit 
offered the widow of the victim 20,000 piastres as the 
price of blood, but she refused, and, claiming the 
execution of the Jex talionis, insisted upon having 
blood for blood. To obtain this she made two journeys 
to Constantinople. She went with the assassin to the 
place of execution, and remained till the executioner 
had performed his sanguinary office. The same letter 
also states that Mr. G. Wilson, a ship-chandler, being 
attacked by a furious dog, and having shot the animal 
with a pocket pistol, the owner, enraged at the fate of 
his dog, whose attack he did not attempt to pre- 
vent but seemed to enjoy, immediately rushed upon 
Mr. Wilson with a knife, and wounded him so des- 
perately that he expired the next day. The murderer, 
an aged Greek, was taken into custody, and delivered 
up to the local magistrates. 


Tue Haren Dev Carretrro.—Letters from 
Genoa of the Ist confirm the statement already made, 
that the Neptune, with Del Carretto on board, had 
arrived there. The notorious Minister of Police had 
the rashness to land on the pier, which was crowded 
with people. He was received with hisses and hoot- 
ings, and all the usual manifestations of popular hatred 
and contempt, and was soon compelled to re-embark. 
{is purpose was, it appears, to go to Turin, but the 
Neapolitan consul assured him that he could not at- 
tempt such a measure with safety to his life. The 
steamer accordingly, having taken in coals, sailed 
from the port with her obnoxious charge, amid the 
execrations of the populace. 


THe Karrir War.—The following is an es- 
timate of the sum that will probably be required to- 
wards paying the expenses beyond the ordinary 
grants for the years 1846, 1847, 1848, for army and 
ordnance services occasioned by the Kaffir war :— 
I‘or extra expenditure for pays clothing, arms, and 
accoutrements for the burgher force, for provisions, 
transport and barrack expenditure of troops, for ord- 
nance and special engineer expenses, and other charges 
incidental to the armament against the Kaffirs in the 
year ended on the 31st of March, 1847, £520,000; for 
similar expenditure in the year ending on the 31st of 
March, 1848, £580,900; total, £1,100,000. 


Accidents and Offences. 


EXPpLosion IN WORSHIP-8TREET.—On Sun- 
day forenoon the utmost excitement was occasioned in 
the neighbourhood of the Curtain-road and Worship- 
street by an explosion which might have been attended 
with disastrous consequences to life and property. An 
explosion of gas took place in the gas company’s 
works, situate at the corner of the Curtain-road, which 
blew the upper windows out of one of the compart- 
ments in the yard, at the same time gg oe a noise 
like the discharge of a piece of ordnance, an shaking 
the houses in the immediate district to their very 
foundations. The window-glass in three or four 
houses in Curtain-road was shattered, and two or 
three panes were demolished in the chapel op osite 
the factory. The congregation in the latter building 
were greatly terrified; for, owing to the glass falling, 
and the vibration of the chapel, caused by the explo- 
sion, many persons imagined that the building was 
falling to the ground, and made a precipitate retreat 
into the street. The inmates of the numerous sur- 
rounding habitations were equally alarmed, and they 
also rushed forth from their firesides into the street. 
Some idea of the force of the explosion may be formed 
when it is stated the noise was heard as far distant as 
Finsbury-square, which led many persons . believe 
that the factory had taken fire. A report to that effect 
was carried to the engine-stations, and. forthwith 
numerous brigade-engines from the City depéts 
reached the factory. Upon the firemen making appli- 
cation for admission to the premises it was refused, 
upon the ground that there was not then, neither had 
there been, any fire in the place. One of the workmen 
erated tothe reporter that the misfortune Was oCca- 


sioned from two gases coming in contact with each 


other. Although several men were in the yard near 
the spot when the explosion occurred, it is stated that 
not one received personal injury. 


MELANCHOLY SuHipwRecK. —On Monda 
morning intelligence reached Liverpool of the total 
wreck of the brig Phenix, from Bahia for Greenock, 
and the probable loss of all hands, off the Cove of 
Cork, on Thursday evening last. 


Loss or A WHALING-SHIP, AND MurpgEr 
or THE Crew.—Letters have been received at Lloyd’s 
dated pete August 17, communicating the tota 
loss of the bark British Sovereign, a whaling-ship, 
Captain W. H. Jones master, on the eastern side of 
the Sandwich Islands, and the reported horrible 
massacre by the natives of nearly the whole of the 
ship’s crew. The vessel left Sydney on a trading 
voyage for New Zealand, and went thence to the 
South Sea Islands. In the course of the passage she 
called at the Island of Thanna, where she shipped 
about twenty of the natives, to assist in procuring 
sandal wood. The captain then determined to make 
for Sandwich, first sending back the natives to Thanna 
in the ship’s boat, in charge of the chief mate and 
several of the men. The ship left Erromanga on the 
evening of the 23rd of rent and at daybreak the 
next morning (the 24th) she was found to be close in 
upon the eastern coast of Sandwich. She was imme- 
diately hauled on a wind, and two boats were lowered 
for the purpose of keeping her off the land, but, being 
within the influence of the ground-swell, the boats had 
no effect upon her, and she soon struck on a rock, 
within a sable'k length of the shore. She then fell on 
her broadside, and though her masts were cut, and 
every means adopted to save the vessel, she in a few 
hours broke up, and became a total wreck. For three 
days the crew remained near the wreck, in the hope of 
saving some of the stores, the natives behaving in the 
kindest manner. The captain and the crew, it should 
be observed, were rescued from the rocks by the 
natives, who threw ropes to them from the shore. 
They wished them to remain, but it was considered 
expedient by the captain to make for the leeward 
harbour, to which vessels resort in visiting the island. 
After about four days’ travelling they came toa bay 
on the south side of the twin where the natives 
appeared on the same friendly terms. They gave 
them sugar-canes and cocoa-nuts to eat, and the chief 
to whom they were introduced took great liking to a 
child, a fine little boy, who was along with the captain. 
Amidst this apparent good feeling a tumult broke out 
among the natives, who fell upon the unfortunate crew, 
who were off their guard, and most of them were 
brutally slaughtered. The captain endeavoured to 
escape, and retreated into the water. They were, 
however, too close upon him, and his skull was 
smashedin. A man named Weir and three others suc- 
ceeded in getting clear by springing forward into the 
sea, and danas to a canoe, with which they reached 
an adjacent island. The natives pursued them, and 
Weir's companions were overtaken, but their fates 
were unknown. Weir contrived to conceal himself in 
the bush, where he remained for several days. For- 
tunately, the first day he ventured out to the beach, 
the Isabella Anna hove in sight, when he swam off, 
and was picked up. ‘The number supposed to have 
been murdered is twenty-nine! The whaler was not 
insured. 


Surcipe or a Boy.—Mr. Bedford held an 
inquest on Baca in the Millbank Prison, on 
the body of William Baker, aged 16, who destroyed 
himself while there incarcerated.—Captain Groves, the 
governor, stated that the deceased was convicted at 
the Colchester sessions in December of stealing three 
sixpences. He had before been several times in cus- 
tody, and was sentenced to seven years’ transportation, 
He was received in that prison on the 3lst of January, 
and placed in separate confinement. About seven on 
Thursday evening last he heard the deceased had 
hanged himself.—Mullins, the keeper, under whose 
charge the prisoner was placed, said he observed 
nothing peculiar in the deceased’s manner, but when 
he cut his hair he cried very much. On the Thursday 
evening he saw him in his cell, about half-past six 
when he then appeared sewing. In half an hour after- 
wards he discovered that he had suspended himself by 
some thread to the bar of the window. Ona slate he 
had written, ‘‘ Lord have mercy upon us! Christ have 
mercy-———’’ and he eee to have broken off jn 
the sentence.—Mr. Hale, the resident surgeon, said 
upon going to the cell he tried to produce respiration 
artificially, but without success. He then had the 
body placed in a warm bath, and, finding there was 
Some stoppage at the top of the windpipe, he opened 
it, and by that means tried to induce breathing; but 
although he inflated the lungs, it had not the desired

embers were on it, Then the Master of the Revels, 
who went first, took the Lord Chancellor by his 
right hand, and he with his left took Mr. J, Page, 
who, joined to the other judges, sergeants, and 
benchers present, danced, or rather walked round 
about the coal fire, according to the old ceremony, 
three times ; during which they were aided in the 
figure of the dance by Mr. George Cooke, the pro- 
thonotary, then 60, and all the time of the dance 
the ancient song, accompanied with music, was 
sung by one ‘Toby Aston, dressed in a bar gown, 
whose father had been formerly master of the plea- 
office in the King’s Bench. When this was over, 
the ladies came down from the gallery, went into 
the parliament-chamber, and stayed about a quarter 
of an hour, while the hall was putting in order ;

CURIOUS MODE OF FISHING. 


A practice of fishing, used by the Dyaks of all 
descriptions, and which has been observed also of 
the natives of South America, with whom these 
people have many things in common, deserves ° 
particular notice. It is called fishing with the ‘ 
tuba, and is thus carried on :—Large quantities of 
the tuba being collected, which is the root of a 
climbing plant (Menispermum), though the same 
effect is produced by the fruit of a tree grown 
extensively for that purpose, the tribe intending to 
fish proceed in their boats to the mouth of a small 
river, or creek, which has a bar of sand at its 
entrance, so that, at low water, it has little or no 
communication with the sea; and having distributed 
the bundles of tuba in equal proportions to all the 
boats present, the persons in them proceed to beat 
up the roots on the thwarts of the canoes, frequentl j 
pouring water on them, until the whole of he

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CHLOROFORM AND ITS USES, 


To our fair correspondents, who desire us to de- 
vote some little space to the subject of chloroform, 
and its application in cases in which they may be 
supposed to be greatly interested, we may remark, 
as an introduction, that it has been contradicted, 
on good authority, that her Majesty intends to 
submit to the in hence of this new letharizing 
agent on the occasion of her next accouchement. 
In our opinion this is a most judicious determina- 
tion; for, whatever may be the ultimate benefit 
derived from the inhalation of chloroform undcr 
circumstances where it is desirable to deaden sen- 
sibility to pain, as yet we know s0 little of its 
operation on the human frame, that we deem its 
use quite inadmissible in cases where pain has to 
be endured for a season, extending, according to 
constitutions, from a few minutes to ‘several hours’ 
duration. As a useful scientific experiment, or in 
the minor operations of surgery even, when the 
effects are intended to be merely momentary, we 
do not object to the exhibition of chloroform, 
though the fatal case following its use, which or- 
curred recently near Newcastle- upon-Tyne, ought 
to bea sufficient warning that, until its mode ot 
acting upon the human frame is clearly demon- 
strated, the greatest precaution should ‘be taken 
before it is prescribed alike in all constitutions, the 
strong and weak, the nervous and the florid. It 
must be evident these differences in human systems 
require careful consideration in the first place ; 
and, next, that the symptoms produced by the 
operation of the chloroform should be closely 
watched ; and, above all, that the patient be not 
too long exposed toits influence. However, the fol- 
lowing remarks of Professor Brande, in a lecture 
delivered before the Royal Society a few days ago, 
contain all the information science at present can 
give to our fair correspondents. As auseful illus- 
tration of the necessity of caution in using chloro- 
form, we may observe that the guinea-pig upon 
which the professor experimented on the occasion 
referred to was inadvertently destroyed by not 
being removed quick enough from the influence of 
the chloroform, After giving the chemical analysis 
of ether and chloroform, Mr, Brande said :— 


“If 50 per cent. of ether were mixed with air, it could be 
breathed. But the ether must be pure, because, if impure, 
it produced reat irritation and coughing. On breathing a 
mixture of this kind, a series of very curious phenomena 
arose, Which were beautifully arranged by Dr. Snow into 
three or four classes. In the first etaate an purseeiie and 
exhilarating effect was roduced, which did not render 
persons insensible to pain, or make them unconscious of 
what they were doing, In the second stage, the mental 
functions and voluntary actions were irregularly performed-— 
persons were unconzcious where they were, but they gene- 
rally did what they were requested to do, though sometimes 
in this stage they were obstinate, and very intractable. 
This was the principal stage of dreams, when they passed 
rapidly and vividly through the mind. A person would not 
be insensible to pain in this stage, though in passing to the 
first stage he would not probably remember what he suffered. 
Persons could not be operated upon in this stage, in con- 
sequence of the involuntary struggling with w hich it was 
attended. In the third stage, the mental functions, and, 
consequently, voluntary motion, became torpid; but mus- 
cular motion might take place, as the result of external 
impressions. Respiration went on regularly. If a person 
Was spoken to, or roused, he might be made sensible of 
what was going on; but generally he lay still, and, if sitting 
onachair, he had a tendency to fall off. The limbs were 
sometimes contracted in this stage. Persons may moan 
while in it, but they never uttered articulate sounds, In 
the fourth stage there was no moveme nt, except that of 
res <piration—the muscles were relaxed—the "eyelids drooped 
—the pulse was quick—the breathing was stertorousethe 
countenance placid—and, possibly, persons were insensible 
to every degree of pain, Another very important question, 
however, is, what are the advantages ¢ the two agents 
—is one more safe or more dangerous than the other? 
Professor Brande believes that all the evidence they had 
went to show that chloroform was more dangerous—at the 
same time it was more manageable. It was more dangerous 
because it was more powerful, and an overdose of it might 
be more easily given than of ether. In all other respects 
chloroform must be preferred. It was sweet, it produced 
its effect more rapid y, and caused very little suffering in 


administering it.”

The old pigtail still stuck too fast to their heads, turn 
them how they would; and the clearer the peasants’ 
conviction of their rights became, the more their 
numbers told in the numerical superiority of their 
disputes, the easier it proved. to break down the last 
barrier of privilege between town and country, and 
the higher rose the discontent of the town party with 
the new order of things. 

“The progress-men aim at republican equality, the 
overthrow of the federative system, and the hotly dis- 
puted pact of 1815, which the Swiss say was torced 
upon Switzerland by the great powers with the help of 
the Berne aristocracy. This young, daring, vehement, 
stormy party, whose members are all more or less 
longing for action, is triumphant in Zurich, Berne, 
Vaud, Glarus, Aargau, Appenzell-outer-Rhodes, So- 
leure, Tessin, and lately even in Geneva; it finds, 
nevertheless, vigorous opposition in the aristocracies 
of birth and wealth, in the powerful priesthood, in 
many of the old citizens of the towns, many of the 
greater landholders in the country, and among all, in 
short, who have anything to give up or to lose by the 
proposed changes. The mass of the wealthier classes, 
manufacturers, and merchants, will never belong to 
the movement party ; many would even join the oppo.

‘CA cursory glance at the elements composing the

SUMMER AVALANCHES. 
‘On fine days, when storms are followed by sun- 
shine, what are called summer-avalanches may be 
seen falling in countless numbers from all the peaks 
and summits of the mountains; these are long snow- 
drifts, caught up by the wind and enveloped in a 
whirling cloud of white dust: a hollow, cracklin

bishop of Canterbury, after a lengthened illness, His 
grace expired at hake past two on Friday morning—his 
ast moments were most tranquil. Dr. Wm, Howley was 
only son of the Rev. William Howley, D.D., Vicar of 
Bishop’s Sutton, Hants. He was born the 12th February, 
1765, so that he would have attained his 82nd year had he 
lived until to-day. In 1809 he was appointed Regius 
Professor of Divinity. On the death of Dr. Randolph, in 
Sept., 1813, his grace succeeded as Bishop of London, and 
in 1828 was translated to the Archbishopric of Canterbury, 
on the decease of Dr. Manners Sutton. The Church 
has lost a devout and sincere member in his grace, who, 
since he has occupied the exalted station of Primate, had 
the fortune to gain the esteem and regard of all classes. 

The archbishop was surrounded by the members of his 
family when he expired. Mr. Collambell, his surgeon, 
was also present. His grace was sensible to the last. A 
flag, surmounted with a piece of black crape, has been 
hoisted half-mast high on the flag-staff of Lambeth 
church, and a similar flag, also surmounted with a piece 
of black crape, was hoisted half-mast high on a flag-staff 
on the river bank, in front of the palace. He was a great 
lover and patron of literature, and added considerably to 
the splendid library at Lambeth Palace. 

Of his grace’s family his eldest daughter, Mary Anne, 
was married, in 1825, to the late Sir George H. W. Beau- 
mont, Bart., of Houghton Grange, and died in 1834, leaving, 
with other issue, a son, the present Sir George Howland 
Beaumont, Bart.
